How  the  Schools  of  the  Southwest  Are  Saving'  Money  and  Se- 
curing School  Libraries. 


A  few  years  ago  a  teacher  out  in  Texas  wanted  a  school  library.  His 
patrons  were  poor  and  his  board  of  trustees  did  not  see  the  need  of  a 
library.     So  it  looked  like  he  wasn't  going'  to   get   it. 

It  occurred  to  this  teacher  that  there  were  hundreds  of  books  in  his 
■community  that  were  entirely  discarded,  though  in  other  communities 
they  were  used.  Why  couldn't  these  discarded  books  be  exchanged  for 
books  that  would  be  useful  to  the  community?     They  could  be. 

The  idea  of  this  teacher  developed  into  an  institution  called  the 
Southern  Book  Exchange,  located  at  Austin,  Texas.  This  firm  gathers 
discarded  books  from  communities  throughout  the  southern  and  western 
states,  paying  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  new  price  of  the  books  if  cash  is 
desired  or  thirty  per  cent,  if  other  books  are  desired  in  exchange.  The 
used  books  are  re-sold  at  greatly  reduced  prices. 

Thus,  in  Texas,  the  basis  has  been  established  For  supplying  the 
.schools  with  used  books  at  low  prices  and  taking  up  the  discarded  books 
in  exchange. 

The  teachers  of  Texas  so  heartily  approve  the  work  of  the  Southern 
Book  Exchange  tha#  the  firm  is  spreading  its  business  into  all  the  states 
of  the  South  and  West.  If  you  are  interested  in  securing  «.  school  library, 
reference  works  or  school  and  College  text-books  at  low  prices,  or  if  you 
have  discarded  books  to  sell,  you  should  write  to  the  Southern  Book 
Exchange,  Austin,  Texas, -asking:  for  their  catalogs  and  that  you  be  placed 
on  their  regular  mailing  list.

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RURAL  LIBRARIES. 


We  now  have  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  libraries  in  the 
county,  one  in  every  school  both  white  and  colored,  and  two 
hundred  and  seven  supplements  have  been  placed  in  these. 
It  is  a  source  of  much  gratification  to  see  how  extensively  these 
books  are  being  read  by  both  parents  and  pupils.  I  desire 
to  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  my  sincere  and  heartfelt 
thanks  to  the  friends  of  education  who  have  so  greatly  aided 
us  in  this  library  work.  Without  this  aid  many  of  our  libraries 
which  have  gone  into  th  schools  of  the  county  would  not  have 
been  established.  Wilkes  County,  by  the  way,  has  more  ori- 
ginal and  more  supplementary  libraries  than  any  other  county 
in  the  State. 

In  addition  to  these  we  have  placed  six  second  original 
libraries  as  allowed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1915.  We 
have  all  the  libraries  both  original  and  supplementary  to  which 
our  county  is  entitled  under  the  law  and  have  on  hand  a 
number  of  applications  waiting  for  the  State  aid  to  become 
available  in  December  1918.  This,  I  take  it.  is  one  of  the  most 
unmistakable  signs  of  progress  along  the  lines  of  educational 
development,  and  one  of  the  strongest  indications  that  our 
poeple  are  becoming  vitally  interested  in  the  success  and 
welfare  of  their  children,  and  are  becoming  rapidly  alive  to 
the  vast  importance  of  placing  the  world's  best  literature  in 
their  hands.  Te  child  who  has  access  to  a  well-selected  library 
has  a  decided  advantage  over  one  less  favorably  situated. 
This  thing  of  libraries  for  the  public  schools  is  vastly  more 
important  than  many  of  us  with  more  books  than  we  can  read 
realize.  Probably  we  do  not  stop  to  think  that  there  are 
heundreds  of  pupils  who  hunger  and  thrist  after  good  read- 
ing who,  idle  away  the  long  winter  evenings  longing  for 
something  to  read  but  without  the  opportunity  to  satisfy  that 
longing.  It  is  for  these  children  tha  books  are  necessary, 
books  o  feed  their  starving  minds,  books  to  incite  them  to 
intellectual  growth,  books  to  make  them  thinking  men  and 
women . 


CERTIFICATES  OF  MERITS. 


The  award  of  certificates  of  merit  to  all  who  were  per- 
fect in  attendance  during  the  past  year  played  no  little  part 
in  the  increased  enrollment  and  attendance  here.  There  were 
seven  hundred  and  eighty-six  children  to  receive  these  certi- 
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fieates  of  merit,  and  they  came  to  get  them  at  the  County 
Commencement  from  one  end  of  the  county  to  the  other.  This 
is  but  one  instance  of  many  that  might  be  cited  to  show  the 
ever-increasing  interest  on  the  part  of  our  people  in  all  things 
that  pertain  to  the  education  of  their  children.  It  shows  un- 
mistakably that  they  are  determined  to  give  their  children 
a  better  chance  in  the  race  of  life  than  was  alloted  to  them. 
This  feature  of  the  work  will  »e  continued  in  the  schools  dur- 
ing the  coming  year. 


THE  COUNTY  COMMENCEMENT. 


In  casting  about  for  ways  and  means  to  further  improve 
the  schools  of  the  county  our  Board  decided  this  year  to  hold 
the  County  Commencement  in  sections.  Accordingly  the  vari- 
ous townships  were  arranged  in  four  divisions,  and  a  com- 
mencement held  in  each  as  follows:  At  Mount  Pleasant  on 
April  7th,  at  Wilkesboro  on  April  14th,  at  Ronda  on  May  5th, 
and  at  N.  Wilkesboro  on  May  12th.  Without  an  exception 
these  were  well  attended  and  each  was  a  success  beyond  the 
most  sanguine  expectations  of  its  promoters.  Contests  in 
reciting  and  spelling  were  held  and  medals  were  awarded  to 
the  winners.  On  these  days  teachers,  sehoolcommittecmen  and 
those  interested  in  public  education  gathered  from  ad  parts  of 
the  county  and  witnessed  the  graduating  exercises  of  the  class 
of  1917,  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  strong,  from  the  com- 
mon schools.  Each  graduate  was  presented  with  a  diploma 
certifying  that  the  holder  had  completed  the  common  school 
course.  These  were  indeed  gala  days  for  the  people  of  Wilkes 
and  were  in  keeping  with  the  educational  development  of  the 
past  few  years.  To  my  mind  this  is  the  most  forfward  move- 
ment of  our  people  along  educational  lines  yet  undertaken. 
The  County  Commencement  will  be  a  permanent  feature  in 
the  educational  work  of  our  county  and  no  doubt  will  be  in- 
strumental in  inspiring  many  of  our  boys  and  girls  to  remain 
in  school  who  would  otherwise  drop  cut  in  the  lower  grades. 
No  doubt  a  number  of  these  will  go  through  the  County  High 
School  thus  securing  the  diploma  given  on  completion  of  the 
eleventh  grade,  while  seme  of  these  will  go  on  to  college  and 
complete  theid  education.  Who  can  tell  what  possibilities  ara 
wrapped  up  in  the  County  Commencement?

This  circle  embraces  practically  every  active  teacher  _ 
the  county.  We  have  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  teachers 
in  the  comity  who  have  completed  the  four  years'  course  and 
who  have  been  given  diplomas  from  the  State  Department  of 
Education.  Many  others  have  completed  one,  two  or  three 
years  in  this  course  and  have  received  their  certificates  of 
merit. 

This  is  the  largest  Reading  Circle  in  the  State  we  are  told. 
This  is  indeed  encouraging  and  it  shows  conclusively  that  our 
teachers  arc  determined  to  keep  abreast  with  the  times  and 
have  realized  that  in  order  to  keep  pace  with  th  progress  along 
educational  lines  they  must  identify  themselves  with  every 
effort  for  professional  improvement. 


THE  WORK  OF  THE  YEAR. 

The  year  just  closing  has  been  the  most  successful  one'  in 
the  history  of  the  work  here. 

The  enrollment  and  attendance  have  really  been  pheno- 
menal when  we  consider  the  percentage  enrolled  and  in  at- 
tendance in  the  county  as  a  whole.  In  the  increase  in  the  val- 
uation of  school  propery,  in  the  number  of  painted  school- 
houses  and  in  many  activities  the  progress  has  been  truly 
gratifying. 

During  the  year  we  have  increased  the  number  of  our 
supplementary  libraries.  We  increased  the  number  of  houses 
with  bells,  a  number  of  buildings  have  been  erected  while 
others  have  been  repaired- 

Our  county  high  schools  at  Wilkesboro  and  Ronda  have 
done  good  work  this  year.  These  schools  give  free  tuition 
to  all  public  school  teachers  and  to  those  above  the  seventh 
grade.  The  school  at  Ronda  has  a  course  of  study  covering 
two  years  while  tin1  school  at  Wilkesboro  covers  a  period  of 
four,  preparing  the  student  to  enter  college. 

A  well-equipped  dormitory  is  in  operation  in  AVilkesboro 
where  good  board  is  furnished  at  $12.00  per  month.  At  Ronda 
good  board  may  be  obtained  in  private  families  at  reasonable 
rates  while  cottages  are  rented  to  those  who  wish  to  board 
themselves. 

By  means  of  circular  letters,  correspondence,  the  local 
press,  the  telephone,  through  visits  and  personal  interviews  I 
have  endeavored  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  work  this  year. 
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Awards  of  honor  were  again  presented  to  those  who  had 
been  perfect  in  spelling,  and  one  hundred  paid  ninety-six  chil- 
dren were  present  at  the  County  Commencement  to  receive 
these.  This  was  nineteen  per  cent  increase  over  the  number 
of  a  year  ago. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  Commencement  exercises 
was  the  awards  of  gold  medals  to  five  children  who  had  at- 
tended school  every  day  for  seven  years. 

A  colored  commencement  was  held  at  Wilkesboro  on  April 
28th  and  was  largely  attended  by  the  colored  people  from  all 
sections  of  the  county.  Twelve  diplomas  of  graduation  were 
issued,  eighty-five  certificates  of  merit  were  given  for  perfect 
attendance,  thirty  awards  of  honor  were  presented  for  per- 
fect spelling  during  the  term. 

Another  feature  of  the  educational  work  was  the  certi- 
ficate plan  in  the  school  libraries.  To  every  pupil  m  the  public 
schools  of  the  county  who  had  read  not  less  than  fifty  books 
from  the  library  during  the  year  was  awarded  a  library  certi- 
ficate. Twenty-six  certificates  were  given  this  year.  This  will 
also  become  a  permanent  feature  of  the  educational  work  in 
the  county. 

Hundreds  of  debates,  spelling  matches,  entertainments  and 
parents'  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year.  School 
fairs  were  held  in  some  districts.  The  State  Board  of  Agri- 
culture at  its  semi-annual  meeting  in  June  of  last  year,  and 
also  at  its  meeting  in  December,  made  an  appropriation  for 
the  purpose  of  encouraging  the  holding  of  these  fairs. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  grateful  appreciation 
of  the  assistance  and  cordial  co-operation  of  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  the  clergy,  the  bar,  the  press,  the 
school  committee,  the  teachers  and  friends  of  education  all 
over  the  county  who  have  given  to  me  and  to  the  car.se  of 
education  their  most  loyal  support. 

With  thankfulness  to  God  for  His  blessing  upon  the  edu- 
cational work  of  the  year  now  closing,  and  relying  upon  Him 
for  Divine  guidance  may  Ave  rededieate  ourselves  to  the  great 
task  which  lies  out  yonder  in  the  future  before  us.  May  the 
friends  of  popular  education  be  aroused  to  a  sense  of  their 
duties,  their  responsibilities,  and  their  opportunities.  Let  no 
one  be  content  until  proper  educational  facilities  are  provided 
for  all,  a  comfortable  building  properly  equipped  and  above 
all  a  teacher  trained  for  the  work,  one  whose  personality  can 
touch,  inspire  and  direct  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  State; 
teachers  whose  lives  are  in  every  way  an  inspiration  to  their 
pupils  and  which  will  point  them  to  higher,  puxer  and  nobler 
things.
